HIGHLIGHTS  OF  FOOD  SECURITY  ACT  OF  1985  r 

RELATING  TO  DAIRY  - ..  r

PRICE  SUPPORT  LEVELS  — For  1 986  the  support  price  will  be  $1  1 .60  per  cwt.  Beginning  January  1 , 1987  it  will  be  $11 ,35-per  cwt., 
and  on  October  1,  1987  the  support  will  be  $11.10  per  cwt.  On  January  1,  1988-90  the  Secretary  is  require^  to  reducemnilk  price 
support  levels  50  cents  per  cwt.  on  January  1 of  each  year  if  expected  CCC  dairy  product  purchases  fbr  the  next  year  exceed  5±>illion  lbs. 
of  milk  (provided  the  whole  herd  buyout  is  designed  to  reduce  production  by  participants  by  12  billion  lbs.)  “Eh£  Secretary's  required 
to  increase  milk  price  supports  50  cents  per  cwt.  if  expected  CCC  dairy  product  purchases  will  not  ex&ied  2.5  billion  lbs.  of  rrnfk. 


WHOLE  HERD  BUYOUT  — For  the  period  April  1 , 1 986  to  October  1 , 1 987  producers  may  offer  to  sell  whole  herds  during  these  18 
months  for  payments  set  on  a bid  basis  per  cwt.  of  milk  marketed  during  a base  period.  Details  of  the  dairy  termination  program  have 
appeared  in  the  January  and  February  Market  Administratior  Bulletins.  During  1988-89-90  the  Secretary  may  offer  whole  herd  or  partial 
herd  buyouts. 

PRODUCER  ASSESSMENTS  — For  April  1,  1986  thru  December  31 , 1 986  the  assessment  will  be  40  cents  per  cwt.  on  milk  marketed. 
Beginning  January  1 , 1987  through  September  30,  1987  a 25  cents  per  cwt  assessment  on  milk  marketed  will  apply.  (NOTE:)  Congress 
has  approved  and  sent  to  the  president  an  additional  legislative  package  which  includes  a provision  for  implementing  the  mandatory 
Gramm-Rudman  - Hoi  lings  spending  cuts  to  dairy  by  an  assessment  rather  than  by  reducing  purchase  prices.  The  legislation  stipulates  that 
the  spending  cuts  will  be  met  through  an  additional  assessment  of  no  more  than  1 2 cents  per  hundredweight  for  the  period  from  April  1 
through  September  30,  1986.  As  this  month's  bulletin  goes  to  press  the  president  had  not  yet  signed  this  legislation. 

MARKETING  ORDERS  — Differentials  used  to  set  minimum  fluid  milk  prices  will  be  increased  in  35  of  44  marketing  order  areas. 

RED  MEAT  PURCHASES  — During  the  whole  herd  buyout,  the  Government  is  required  to  buy  400  million  lbs.  additional  red  meat  - 
200  million  for  domestic  donations  and  200  million  for  export  and  overseas  military  use  - to  minimize  the  impact  on  the  livestock  market 
of  increased  marketings  of  dairy  cows  due  to  the  buyout. 

MARKET  INCENTIVES  — The  CCC  will  establish  an  export  incentive  program  for  dairy  products.  The  CCC  will  also  provide  at  least  1 
million  lbs.  of  nonfat  dry  milk  annually  on  a bid  basis  to  be  used  to  manufacture  casein  in  the  U.S. 

DAIRY  POLICY  — The  Secretary  shall  appoint  an  18-member  policy  group  of  milk  producers  to  study  support  programs  and  the  effect 
of  new  technology  on  surpluses  and  the  family-farm  structure  of  the  dairy  industry,  to  report  by  3/31/87. 

RESEARCH  — The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  establish  a National  Dairy  Research  Endowment  Institute  to  provide  funds  for  research  to 
expand  markets  for  milk  and  dairy  products  in  the  U.S.

MARKET  SUMMARY  FOR  FEBRUARY  1986 


Gross  Class  I utilization  aver- 
aged 5,362,070  pounds  per  day 
during  February  1986.  Onadaily 
basis  this  was  an  increase  of  .7% 
from  the  previous  month  and 
6.5%  more  than  February  1985. 

The  February  1986  Class  I 
utilization  of  producer  milk 
totaled  143,248,420  pounds  or 
57.6%  of  the  reported  producer 
receipts.  This  utilization  percent- 
age is  2.1%  less  than  last  month 
and  1.4%  less  than  February 
1985. 

The  average  butterfat  test  for 
gross  Class  I utilization  was 
2.3%  for  February  1986. 

Receipts  from  4,904  produc- 
ers by  39  pool  handlers  regulat- 
ed by  Order  No.  33  averaged 
8,883,107  pounds  daily  for 


February  1986. 

On  a daily  basis  this  was 
1.9%  more  than  last  month  and 
6.4%  more  than  February  1985. 

Producers  supplying  the  mar- 
ket decreased  by  30  from  the 
January  1986  total  and  de- 
creased by  273  from  February 
1985.  The  daily  average  producer 
receipts  per  farm  of  1,811 
pounds  was  45  more  than  the 
previous  month.  On  a daily  basis 
this  is  198  pounds  more  than 
February  1985. 

The  February  1986  Class  I 
price  was  $12.88  per  hundred- 
weight for  3.5%  milk  delivered  to 
pool  plants  in  the  Central  Zone. 
This  was  1 cent  less  than  the 
January  1986  Class  I price  and 
$1.34  less  than  the  February 


1985  price.  Prices  for  Class  I 
milk  in  parts  of  the  marketing 
area  other  than  the  Central  Zone 
reflect  the  specified  location 
adjustment  of  minus  5 cents  in 
the  Northwestern  Zone  and  plus 
5 cents  in  the  Southeastern  Zone. 

The  Class  II  price  for  February 

1986  was  $11.25.  This  was  2 
cents  more  than  the  January 
1986  Class  II  price  and  $1.21 
less  than  the  February  1985 
Class  II  price. 

The  Class  III  price  of  $11.04 
for  February  1986  was  8 cents 
less  than  the  previous  month 
and  $1.17  less  than  the  February 
1985  Class  III  price. 

The  March  1986  Class  I 
price  will  be  $12.82  for  3.5% 
milk.

The  February  1986  Class  I 
utilization  of  producer  milk 
totaled  157,136,673  pounds  or 
51.9%  of  the  reported  producer 
receipts.  This  utilization  percen- 
tage is  1.1%  less  than  last  month 
and  6.9%  less  than  February 
1985. 

The  average  butterfat  test 
for  gross  Class  I utilization  was 
2.5%  for  February  1986. 

Receipts  from  6,108  produc- 
ers by  38  pool  handlers  regulat- 
ed by  Order  No.  36  averaged 
10,814,448  pounds  daily  for 


February  1986. 

On  a daily  basis  this  was 
1 .3%  more  than  last  month 
and  9.2%  more  than  February 
1985. 

Producers  supplying  the  mar- 
ket decreased  by  5 from  the 
January  1986  total  and  in- 
creased by  47  from  February 
1985.  The  daily  average  producer 
receipts  per  farm  of  1,771 
pounds  was  25  more  than  the 
previous  month.  On  a daily  basis 
this  is  138  pounds  more  than 
February  1985. 

The  February  1986  Class  I 
price  was  $13.03  per  hundred- 
weight for  3.5%  milk  delivered  to 
pool  plants  in  Zone  1.  This  was 
1 cent  less  than  the  January 
1986  Class  I price  and  $1 .34  less 
than  the  February  1985  price. 


Prices  for  Class  I milk  in  parts  of 
the  marketing  area  other  than 
Zone  1 reflect  the  specified  loca- 
tion adjustment  of  plus  5 cents 
in  Zone  2,  plus  8 cents  in  Zone 
3,  and  plus  10  cents  in  Zone  4. 

The  Class  II  price  for  February 
1986  was  $11.25.  This  was  2 
cents  more  than  the  January 
1986  Class  II  price  and  $1.21 
less  than  the  February  1985 
Class  II  price. 

The  Class  III  price  of  $11.04 
for  February  1986  was  8 cents 
less  than  the  previous  month 
and  $1.17  less  than  the  February 
1985  Class  III  price. 

The  March  1986  Class  I 
price  will  be  $12.97  for  3.5% 
milk  in  Zone  1.  Milk  pooled  in 
other  Zones  will  have  the  usual 
adjustments.

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USDA  RECOMMENDS  AMENDMENTS  TO 
EASTERN  OHIO-WESTERN  PENNSYLVANIA  MILK  ORDER 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  issued  a partial  decision  recommending  amendments  to  the  Eastern 
Ohio-Western  Pennsylvania  milk  marketing  order. 

A comment  period  on  the  recommended  decision,  based  on  the  record  of  a public  hearing  held  August  7-8, 
1985,  in  Strongsville,  Ohio,  will  end  March  22. 

Edward  T.  Coughlin,  a dairy  official  with  USDA's  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  in  Washington,  D.C.,  said  the 
amendments  will  make  it  easier  to  qualify  milk  for  pool  status.  The  proposed  changes  reflect  current  marketing 
conditions  and  will  facilitate  the  orderly  marketing  of  the  reserve  milk  supplies. 

Amendments  were  proposed  by  Milk  Marketing,  Inc.,  a dairy  cooperative  operating  two  pool  plants  under 
the  order,  and  the  National  Farmers  Organization,  composed  of  producers. 

Coughlin  said  the  amendments  would: 

- ease  the  requirements  for  pooling  a cooperative  balancing  plant; 

--  relax  certain  requirements  related  to  the  limits  on  the  amount  of  milk  that  may  be  moved  directly  from 
producer  farms  to  nonpool  manufacturing  plants; 

- permit  temporary  adjustments  in  the  shipping  requirements  for  pool  supply  and  cooperative  balancing  plants 
when  temporary  aberrations  occur  in  the  market's  supply-demand  situation. 

Principal  cities  in  the  marketing  area  are  Cleveland  and  Youngstown,  Ohio;  Pittsburgh,  Pa.;  and  Wheeling,  W.Va.
